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GENERAL WOLSELEY’S OPINION. 


GENERAL VISCOUNT WOLSELEY, K. P., Adjutant- 
General of the British Army, continues in the North 
American Review for July his series of articles 
entitled ‘‘ An English View of the Civil War.” He 
deals here with the events recorded in the second 
volume of the Century series, ‘‘ Battle and Leaders,” 
which is in his judgment even more interesting 
tuan the first volume. For the capture of New 
Orleans General Wolseley gives the credit to Farra- 
gut, ‘‘ whose splendid achievement was made possi- 
ble first, by the inadequate previous preparation of 
the naval part of the New Orleans defences; 
secondly, by the want of harmonious working 
between the Confederate naval and military forces; 
and, lastly, by his own clear appreciation of the 
moral effect he would produce by foremg his way 
past the defences of Fort Jackson and Fort St. 
Philip, and by his appearance before New Orleans. 
In other words, Admiral Farragut’s attack was 
based on a knowledge of the superior importance in 
war of moral over material force. Oue cav hardly 
offer a higher compliment to any naval or military 
commander.” 

Admiral Porter’s bombardment with his mortar 
flotilla, ‘‘ considering the enormous number of large 
shells actually exploded within Fort Jackson had 
comparatively little effect in preventing that fort 
from contributing its share toward the result of the 
operation.” In proof is quoted Captain Robertson's 
evidence (p. 100, Vol. II.): ** No guns were silenced 
in either Fort Jackson or the water battery at any 
time during this engagement. Not a man was 
driven from his post at the guns in the water bat- 
tery, much less from the battery itself.” 

Captain Mitchell, the Confederate naval com- 
mander, receives a severe scoring from General 
Wolseley as ‘‘ one of those men, common enough in 
every service, who cannet bring themselves to 
imagine that any one outside of their own particu 
lar calling is other than a stupid fool. Such men 
usually conceive it to be their first duty to ignore 
as an impertinent interference, any suggestion 
which comes from outside their own charmed cir- 
cle.” So Mitchell ignored the information received 
from the Confederate military commander, General 
Duncan, that the indications were that Farragut 
would attack, as he did, twenty-four hours earlier 
than he expected bim to do so. 

Coming to the Peninsular campaign, General 
Wolseley places the responsibility for its failure 
upon the administration at Washington, and espe- 
cially upon Secretary Stanton and his blundering 
self confidence. ‘‘ The more one studies the nature 
of his force as it manceuvred ard fought in the 
Peninsula, and as despite all its subsequent disas— 
ters, it substantially remained throughout the War, 
the more marvellous does the ability, as well as the 
rapidity, with which General McClellan organized 
it appear to soldiers who understand the magnitude 
and difficulty of the task he undertook. That most 
cruel tyrant, ‘ the public,’ had no means of realizing 
the difficulties to be overcome. I[t did not under- 
stand what organization meant, but it shared with 
all people the very common article of faith that you 
have only to gather together hundreds of thousands 
of men, andto arm them in order to form an 
Army.” General Wolseley sets in sharp contrast 
the ideas of Stonewall Jackson on the subject of the 
conduct of the war and those of Stanton, thus: 


STONEWALL JACKSON'S IDEAS OF WAR. 


Always mystify, mislead, and surprise the enemy, if - 
sible ; and when you strike and overcome bim, eever let up 
in the pursuit so long as your men have strength to follow ; 
ior up army routed, it hotly pursued, becomes panic- 
stricken, and can then be destroyed by balf their number. 
The other rule is, never fight against heavy odds, it by any 

ble manceuvring you can bur! your own force on onl 
@ part, and that the weakest of your enemy and crus 
it. Such tactics wiil win every time, and a small army ma 
thus destroy a large one in detail, and repeated victory will 
make it invincible. 
THE IDEAS CURRENT AT WASHINGTON. 


Go straigbt at the enemy at the very point where he ex- 
pects you, and where he has long been expecting to receive 
you. Let every one know what zou are going to do, so that 
we may announce it in the public press,and chuckle and 
erow over your coming victory. Scutter your forces in as 
many directions as possibile, so that the enemy may always 
be able to bring superior forces against you. Arrange your 
force so that itis rigidiy tied to one purticular point, and 
that the enemy cannot doubt where you will be. Go ahead 
without preparation, torethought, or care ; only let us bear 
that you are moving, 80 that the newspapers may brag. 


There is scarcely any folly possible in relation to 
the command of an army which Mr. Stanton did 
not propose with the gravest face to General Mc~ 
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Dowell. Whatever the mistakes of General Pope, 
his disasters were due to his orders from Washing- 
ton. As to General Halleck, ‘‘ he appears to have 
chiefly distinguished himself in the West by snub- 
bing the two ablest soldiers he had under him, Gen- 
erals Grant and Sherman. He appears to have 
chiefly distinguished himself at Washington by first 
snubbing General McClellan, then by placing Pope 
in a hopeless position, then, immediately after, by 
giving a positive assurance that Pope was in no 
danger, to be followed quickly by a complete loss of 
heart when that General’s army came hurrying back 
in confusion to the Potomac. Then we find him, 
when panic-stricken for the safety of Washington, 
throw all responsibility on McClellan, the man he 
had previously snubbed.”

RECENT DEATHS. 


THE death of Mrs. Canby, widow of Gen. E 
Canb;, at Indianapolis, June 25, recalls the ae ot 
her honored husband's lamented death in the lava 
beds of Oregon, at the hands of the Modoc 
savages, April 11, 1873. Mrs. Canby, née Louisa 
Hawkins, married her husband at Crawfordsville 
ind., pearly 50 years ago. One who knew them 
wrote of the wife sbortly after her busband’s death: 
“Both were young, the bride was beautiful, gifted 
with a reed-like grace of movement, and a rich and 
exquisite voice, that still haunts my ear with the 
echo of its remembered music. The old people 
shook their beads that night and said she was too 
tender for a soldier’s wife; it would not do for her 
to brave the bardships and dangers of the new 
countries. His calm, earnest way of loving had won 
her wholesoul, and throughout the shifting changes 
of all this tract of years she bas gone with him, and 
where be was there has been her home—her ‘very 
home. What the husband gained in moral height 
by the companionship of the Christian wife, how 
much he owed to her, and we through him, has not 
been recognized. His inherited tendency to gloom 
was charmed away in thatserene and gracious pres- 
ence. There was healing iu the wings of the guard- 
ian spirit, and through her ceaseless vigilance, what- 
ever could barass and annoy was smoothed from 
before him as by the unseen agency of fairy hands. 
Partly to this unfailing care is due that even poise 
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of brain which kept his judgment so finely balanced 
that, as has been said of Washington in action, ‘he 
never failed to observe all that was possible, and at 
the same time to bound his aspirations by that 
which was possible.’ Nothing could exceed the 
knightly tenderness, the courtly deference of his 
manner to her. He early learned—as sooner or later 
all must learn—that a little love is much better than 
fame, and those who knew him merely as the silent, 
inflexible officer, could not guess how the loveliness 
of her life was blended with his, and filled it with 
an undersong of wonderful sweetness. Her house- 
hold was directed with a wise and elegant thrift 
more abundant than any waste, and once when the 
General laughingly complained of being kept on 
short allowance, she surprised him with a sum saved 
from his pay sufficient for the purchase of a farm in 
Missouri. This, too, was for others. In Richmond 
she made our enemies love her, and in New Orleans 
said, ‘I can hardly keep anything, there is such 
suffering about us.’ How many she has warmed. 
and cheered, and comforted, only the recording 
angel has written.” It is the lives of such — 
that give dignity and grace to the divine institution 
of marriage, and lift it in a just esteem far above 
the sneers and questionings with which it is associ- 
ated in the minds of so many cynical writers of cur- 
rent literature. 


Mrs. JULIA GARDINER TYLER, second wife of John 
Tyler, tenth President of the United States, died at 
the Exchange Hotel, in Richmond, Va., July 10, from 
a congestive chill. Mrs. Tyler leaves four children, 
Lyon G. Tyler, President of William and Mary Col- 
lege, Virginia; Gardiner G. Tyler, who lives in 
Charles City County, Va.; Dr. Lacklan a of 
Washington City, and Mrs. William Ellis, of 
Montgomery County, Va. She was born on Gar 
dimer’s Island, near East Hampton, N. Y., in 1820, 
and was married to President Tyler in New York 
City June 26, 1844. 


Mrs. Fanny Gray THomAS, widow of Lieut. Geo. 
C. Thomas, 4th U. 8. Art., died at her homein Wash- 
ington, June 30. Lieut. Thomas resigned from the 
Army in 1842, and during the Rebellion served as 
major general of the District of Columbia mililia. 


JAMES WARREN, the adjutant on the staff of Gen. 
Wm. Walker (Fillibuster Walker) during his expe- 
dition to Nicaragua in 1855, who died July 6, was 
buried under the auspices of the G. A. R., at Cypress 
Hills Cewetery, July 9.

THE CRUISER YORKTOWN. 


THE data giving the results of the first of the 
series of metacentre experiments on the new cruiser 
Yorktown bave just been worked up and it 1s found 
that the height of the Yorktown’s metacentre above 
the centre of gravity is only 1.504 feet. The result 
of this first experiment, whicb was carried on in the 
dry dock, sustains Naval Constructor Hoover's 
opinion, previously expressed, that the Yorktown 
had little metacentre height. lt goes far to prove 
the stability of the vessel, and if the second exper- 
ment, which will be carried on in the water, gives 
as good resulta, the Yorktown may be set down asa 
very stable craft. The results of the Yorktown ex- 

riments have been looked forward to with keen 

nterest, not only by vaval officers, but by shbip- 
builders engaged in constructing on the lines of war 
vessels as issued by the Navy Vepartment. Con- 
siderable doubt has been expressed regarding the 
Yorktown’s stability because of the great weight of 
her battery, but the experiments just ended give 
practical proof of the accuracy of the theoretical 
calculation. 

The official report of the experiment is now ready 
to be sent to the Navy Department, though it may 
be withheld in full until the second experiment is 
concluded. This recent experiment is the first one 
beld in the new class of ~p it took place at the 
Brooklyn Navy-yard on July 2, in the dry dock, 
with the following result:

PROPOSED CENTENNIAL MEMORIAL. 


THE Governors of the 13 original States who were 
in Philadelphia in September, 1887, during the time 
ot the Constitutional Centennial Celebration have 
held several conferences for the purpose of devising 
some plan to commemorate in a fitting manner the 
great events in the history of the United States in 
tho first 100 years of American independence. It 
wus agreed that the best method would be to secure 
from Congress a return of the sum of $1,500,000 lent 
by the Government to the Centennial Commission 
in 1876 and afterwards returned by that body to the 
Treasury, the money to be used for the erection of 
@ memorial in Fairmount Park, Philadelphia. A 
meeting presided over by Gov. ver, of Pennsyl- 
vania, was held last week in Independence Hall, 
where Congress first assembled, at which represen- 
tatives of the 13. original States were present. A 





committee was instructed to prepare a bill to be 
presented to Congress at its next session asking that 
the $1,500,000 be given back to be used for the pur- 
pose indicated above. 








DID WASHINGTON SWEAR? 


AN attempt has beer made to show that Jared 
Sparks, who edited Washington's papers, misrepre- 
sented him, and edited out of his manuscripts much 
of the human nature that wasin them. Now that 
noted book worm, Dr. George H. Moore, the Super- 
intendent of the Lenox Library, comes forward 
with a handsome pamphlet of twenty-one pages, 
entitled, * Libels on Washington,” disproving the 
oft-repeated stories that George Washington was in 
the babit of losing his temper and using violent 
language. 

“There is a curious propensity in buman nature,” 
Mr. Moore says, *“*to recognize with readiness, if 
not to seek with eager interest, for any possible 
blot on the fair escutcheon of a virtuous and hon- 
orable life and character; to spy out defects, if not 
to magnify them; and thus to reduce the loftier 
beads much more nearly to the average line of ele- 
vation. After making every allowance for the un- 
conscious falsity of our judgments respecting those 
who are our betters in any respect, there is stilla 
great guif of envy, if not of hatred, malice and un- 
charitableness, in buman existence, whose fogs 
darken many, if not most, of our views of life, often 
obscuring the great light of truth itself. This fact 
may account for, it does not excuse, a great part 
of the personal scandals current in our bistory, and 
illustrate the morbid taste and fondness for the un- 
wholesome traditious which disfigure so many of 
its pages.” 

The learned doctor denies that there is any his- 
torical proof of the story that Washington ‘ndulged 
in violent threats, and even gross profanity in deal- 
ing with Lee at Monmouth. There is equal want of 
authority as material for history in the story told 
by Parke Custis of what took place in Philadel- 
phiain the wiuter of 1791, when Washington re- 
ceived a report of the disaster to Gen. St. Clair. To 
show Washington’s opinion on the subject of pro- 
fanity, Dr. Moore quotes two orders issued by Wash- 
ington. The first is thus: 

Col. Washington has observed that the men of his regi- 
ment are very profane and reprobate. He takes this oppor- 
tunity to inform them of his great displeasure at such prac- 
tices and assuresthem that if they do not leave them off 
they shall beseverely punished. The officersare desired it 
they bear any man swear or make use of an oath or exe- 
cration tu order the offender 25 lashes immediately without 
a court-martial. For the second offence he will be more 
severely punished.—Sparks, i1., 167 Note, xii., 400 

This was in 1756, when Washington was in hi» 25th 

ear. Twenty years later, in the summer of 1776, at 

ew York, when be was at the head of the Army of 
the Revolution, the following appeared among the 
general orders ot Aug. 3: 

The General is sorry to be informed that the foolish and 
wicked practice of profane cursiog and swearing, a vice 
heretofore little Lnown in an Americano army, is growing 
into fashion; he bopes the officers will, by example as well 
as influence. endeavor to check it,anud that both they and 
the men will reflect that we can have little hope of the 
blessing of heaven on our arms if we insult it by impiety 
and folly; addea to this, it isa vice so mean and low, with- 
out apy temptation, that every man of sense and character 
detests and despises it.—Sparks, iv., 28; xii., 401.

Captain 
Fechét.was placed under arrest by the civil author- 
ities here, but was released on his own recognizance 
to appear in court.

White Ghost, Drifting Ghost and Bull Ghost spoke on the 
part of the Indians, and said that the Commissioners had 
treated them fairly, and explained matters tully, but they 
could not do what the Commissioners wanted.

each spoke, giving reasons why the act of Congress should 
be accepted, acknowledging the Indians had doubtless 
grounds to complain of past treatment, which it was im- 

ible now to rectify, and stating that whatever had 
n the action in the past, nuw the Government proposed 
to treat them fairly. 

At the conclusion of the council those in favor of the 
bill began signing, but the prospects for getting the requi- 
site three-fourths is not encouraging. The lines are appa- 
rently drawn as last year, though there is less of bitter feel- 
ing between the two factions.

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RESULTS OF THE CANTEEN SYSTEM. 


THe War Department is receiving reports from 

many sources showing the good results of the 
canteen system. The following extracts from a re- 
port from ist Lieut. A. C. Blunt, 5th Art., in charge 
of the batteries at Fort Wadsworth, N. Y. H., shows 
the character of some of the reports received. 
. The garrison cousists of 3 batteries of artillery 
and the usua] non-commissioned staff. The G. O 
was received on Feb. 8, 1889; on Feb. 9, the Post 
Order was issued, and on Feb. 12, the canteen was 
actually under way. It superseded the battery can- 
teens which the captains had started at various 
times. There was no post trader, and the canteen 
bought on credit the stock on hand in the battery 
canteens, paying for this and a good deal of the 
new stock, before Feb. 21, 1889. The canteen is 
under the immediate charge of a corporal (canteen 
steward) and an assistant. To these men is due 
much of the success, both devoting their whole 
time, and the steward particularly being well ac- 
quainted with the business. Two casemates (floored 
and ceiled) are used, communicating, and in the 
immediate vicinity of the casemates occupied by 
the men. One is fitted up as a reading, card and 
pool room, having plenty of light, several small 
tables and an excelient pool table. Tbe other is 
used as a lunch room, bar and office, having a cold 
room adjoining for a storage room. Another open 
casemate will be filled up as a gymnasium. 

The check and battery credit systems were used 
from the start; casb is also received, of course, in 
large quantities after pay day. All debts are paid 
every ten days to avoid payments of small sums 
and unnecessary book-keeping; the cash, books 
and checks being kept in a safe in the canteen office, 
except large amounts, which are turned over to me. 
The value of stock at presentis about $85.00, being 
lower than usual on account of prospective summer 
camp. lt consists of beer, ginger ale, mineral 
waters, light wines, cigars, cigarettes, tobacco, 
pipes, cheese, pies, lunches and stationary. I[t has 
been the aim not to spend money for anything lL 
could obtain ip any other way. The total value of 
fixtures owned by the canteen is but $51.21. The 
pool table, bar, lunch counter, safe and refrigerator 
are loaned by parties with whom I deal largely, 
the only cost to the canteen being repairs and 
transportation. This also avoids any bargaining 
with our successors as to the value of these articles. 

The daily sales average $11.16, with Sundays in- 
cluded. (The baris not openon that day.) This 
with a garrizon of about 120 men. The amounts re 
turned to the batteries were at first variable, but | 
aw oow satisfied that I can give each $25a month 
and still keep a fair reserve on hand. Tne average 
already has been over $20 a month to each. By buy- 
ing in large quantities in New York City for cash, I 
can obtain even less than wholesale rates, and the 
sellmg prices are about two-thirds of the prices 
charged for in the vicinity. Pool is charged for, all 
other games are free. lt is proposed to add another 
room to be used as a non-commissioned offivers 
room, and to keep on band also coffee, more sta- 
tionery, cleaning materials, brushes. As a business 
venture | am entirely satisfied of the success of the 
canteen; a8 an improver of discipline, there is no 
doubt that itis an important factor. Supposing 
that the men do drink to excess there, which will 
sometimes happen in spite of orders and the great- 
est care, it confines the knowledge and disgrace to 
our own limits and the offenders can be dealt with 
before they can harm themselves or others. in my 
opinion the amount of excessive drinking has sens1- 
bly diminished.

Classification for Figure of Merit.—The object of 
tbe figure of merit is to obtain as correct ap expres- 
sion as possible for what may be termed the line of 
battle efficiency of an organization. To omit, in the 
classification, men who trom physical character- 
istivs cannot become good shots would entirely de- 
feat this object; and as, if permitted, their practice 
would be entirely neglected, it would also, to that 
extent, lower the actual efficiency of the company 
for action, as well as give a misleading impression 
of their work. As the provisions of the Small 
Arms Firing Regulations now accomplish the object 
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desired, the Major General Commanding the Army 
does not approve any change therein. The sugges- 
tion is therefore disapproved. (Remarks, Maj. Gen. 
Comdg. the Army.)

COURT-MARTIAL CASES, 


In the case of Sergt. Robt. Hutchinson, Troop F, 8th Cav., 
recently tried at Foit Yates for fraudulent scoring at tar- 
get practice and sentenced to be reprimanded, the review- 
ing authority, Gen. T. H. Ruger, says: = of re- 
cora that a member, absent from the p ings of the 
court onthe second day of the trial, was present on the 
third dav and listened to the reading of the evidence taken 
the previous day. At this stage of the proceedings, the pri- 
soner was asked if he had any objection to the member 
keeping bis seat, to which he replied in the negative. The 
member then requested to be excused on the ground that he 
had been absent the dav before *‘ when important testimony 
was given.’ Upon this ground the court granted the uest 
and the member withdrew. The 88th Article of War gives 
to an accused the right of challenge to members of Courts- 
martial, and long usage and custom bas extended this right 
to the Judge Advocate. The former right is commonly ex- 
ercised, the latter very rarely and upon much more guard: 
grounds. The discretion given by law and custom to Courts- 
martial to excuse their members upon challenge, duly 
made, is the legal limitation of their authority to absolve a 
member from the duty of sittlog on the trial of a case. To 
hold otherwise and admit that Courts-martial are judges of 
the qualifications of thir members, solely upon statements 
made by them, would lead to the logical conclusion that, in 
their discretion, they could in any given case practically 
nullify the order convening the court. The proper course 
for a court to pursue if of opinion that a member present, 
but not objected to by the accused or Judge Advocate, 
should not continue bis place asa member by reason of ab- 
sence during a part of the trial, or for any other cause, is to 
suspend its proceedings and report the matter for the action 
of the reviewing authority. Subject to the foregoing re- 
marks the proceedings are approved. The findings are also 
approved. In giving effect to the sentence the Department 
Commander reminds Seret. Hutchinson that fidelity to every 
trust must be the motto of every true soldier. In neglect- 
ing to record the scores made by his _ fellow soldiers at tar- 
- practice, and thereby defeating their right to fair play 
n striving for relative proficiency in this very important 
duty—a right Sergt. Hutchinson was especially ey Ay to 
guard—he has raised a doubt of his fitness for the office he 
holds.” (G. C. M. O. 25, D. Dakota, 1889.) 


Before a General Court-martial at Jefferson Barracks, 
Mo., of which Capt. Theodore J. Wint, 4th Cav., is E 
dent, was tried Sergt. Gustavus A. Weber, Signal rps. 
Charge I.—* Disobedience of orders.” Specification—* In 
that he, having been ordered by 2d Lieut. Robert B. Wat- 
kins, Signal Corps, bis superior officer, to vacate a seat at 
the one desk in one of the rooms of the Signal Service at 
St. Louis, occupied by the said Lieut. Watkins as bis office, 
did fail to obey said order, although it was given three times 
to bim by the said Lieut. Watkins. This at St. Leuis on the 
6th day of Mey, 1889.” Syerge IL.—* Couduct 
etc.” Specification lst—“In that he, Sergeant Weber, hav- 
ing been ordered by Lieut. Watkins, his suporior officer, to 
vacate a seat (as before stated), did fail to obey said order 
until it had been given to him twice by the said Lieut. Wat- 
kius, with an appreciable interval of time between the two 
orders.” Specification 2d—“Is that he, Sergeant Weber, 
having been ordered by Lieut. Watkins, bis superior officer, 
to remove certain articles of Signal Service property from 
the room occupied by Lieutenant Watkins as an office at St. 
Louis, did hesitate and demur, and say, ia a disrespectful 
tone and manner, to the lieutenant, * Whois iu charge of 
this station; you orl?’ or words to that effect.” Specifi- 
cation 3d—*In that he, Sergeant Weber, having been or- 
dered by Lieut. Watkins, his superior officer, to vacate his, 
Lieut. Watkins’, office, did say, in a disrespectfui tone and 
manner, ‘Ill be back here in a tew asys,’ or words to that 
effect.” Plea.—* Not guilty.” Finding.—Charge I. and its 
specifications: “ Guilty.” Charge IT. and tts specifications : 
“Not Guilty.” Sentence.—*To be reprimanded by the re- 
viewing authority. The court is thus lenient on account of 
the loose and peculiar state of discipline existing in the 
U. 8S. Signa) Service, as shown by evidence before the 
court.” In the foregoing case the sentence is inadequate 
under the finding of the court. The accused was found 
guilty of the specific offence of disobedience of orders 
under circumstances which must tend to impair the effici- 
ency of an important braoch of the Military Service. In 
awarding this seutence the court did not base its action 
upon the previous good character of the accused, nor does 
it seem to have been influenced by anything affecting him 
in the evidence, but states that it “is thus lenient on ac- 
count of the loose and peculiar state of discipline existing in 
the U. 8. Signal Scrvice.” The court seems nut to have been 
aware that not the Signal Service but Sergt. Weber was on 
trial.

This compound, it ap- 
pears, destroys any incrustation and prevents the 
formatiou of fresh @eposits, and also prevents pitting 
of the plates by its galvanic action. The proportions 
rereepenaee are 16 parts of zinc to one of pkos- 
phorus. 


From Annapolis the correspondent of the N. Y. 
Times writes: “It was learned July 5 that some of 
the Class of 83 at the Naval Academy are in business 
at Panuma. They are of those who were unable to 
obtain commissions in the Navy because of the ‘tn 
law.’ There was not a little comment among mili- 
tary people on the Fourth because the Austrian 
man-of-war Saida failed to display a single addi- 
tional flag in honor of the day.” 

Tue U.S. cruiser Baltimore started down the 
Delaware river, July 10, fora tbree days‘ trial trip 
at sea for the purpose of making a thorough test of 
the improved machinery and the seagoing qualities 
of the vessel. The present trial is a private one, to 
detect the defects, if any exist, in the machinery, 
so that they can be remedied in time for the official 
test, which will take place in a few weeks, under 
the supervision of naval officers appointed by the 
Secretary of the Navy.

They will be made as rapidly as possible, with 
pe view to completing the summer cruise of the 
cadets. 


ANOTHER trial under forced draught was made 
with the Magicienne at Portsmouth Harbor on Sat- 
urday, May 15. At the last trial the total indicated 
horse power was 8750. or 220 below the contract, and 
a wean speed of 18.85 knots was realized. Since then 
the propeller bas been changed, One with a pitch of 
17 ft. being substituted for the old one, which bad a 
pitea of 17 ft. 9in. During the trial the vessel had 
a draft of 16 ft. 3 in. forward and 18 fi. 9 in aft. Toe 
steam pressure in boilers was 148 lb. per square 
inch, apd mean revolutions 144 for starboard en- 
gine, and 1432 for port engines, with a mean total 
indicated horse power during the four hours’ run of 
9262. Though the power contracted for has tbus 
been exceeded, the speed fell below the 19% knots 
expected, 19) knots only being realized. 

Mr. Parmar B. Low, Mr. Aaron Vanderbilt and 
other gentlemen who are interested in the organiza- 
tion of the Ist battalion of the New York 
State Naval Reserve, which is to be formed 
in pursuance of a law recently signed by Gov- 
ernor Hill, are making rapid and satisfactory 
progress in their work. The personnel of the 
corps is to consist of such male persons between 
the ages of 18 and 45 and all ex-officers and eulisted 
men of the Navy asare willing to enlist and engage 
in drills necessary to educate them in the handliug 
of howitzers, machine guns and broadswords. The 
Whitthorne bill creating a national naval reserve is 
expected to become a law early in the coming Con- 
gress,and it is hoped to have the reserve ready 
when the arms, equipments and materials are fur- 
nished them by the Government. 


THE contractors ran the Petrel down Chesapeake 
Bay about 20 miles July 10, using anthracite coal and 
the Kafer system of forced draft. It is reported that 
1,400 borse-power and a rate of speed of 17 statute 
miles was mace, the distance being past points of 
land 17 miles apart, which was made in one hour. 
The steam was kept at 120 pounds, with three inches 
air pressure in the fireroom. This performance, if 
repeated atthe cfficial trial, will enable the con- 
tractors to offset some of the heavy penalties 
charged against them by the Department, as the 
horse power shows an increase of 21 per cent. over 
the contract requirement, $100 being allowed for 
each additional horse-power. The engines and ma 
chinery of the Petrel were built from the Depart- 
ment’s designs, in competition with the vessels built 
from British plans. 

SECRETARY TRACY bas decided to order the re- 
moval of the old frigate Constitution, of Revolu- 
tiouary fame, from the Navy-yard at Portsmoutb, 
N. H., to Washington, to be used as a receiving ship 
in place of the Dale. The latter vessel is too small 
for the purpose, and quarters on her are very 
cramped. It has been the desire of Capt. Meade, 
commandant of the Washington yard, to have the 
interesting relic brought to Washington for some 
time, both as an additional accommodation for the 

eciuits and also as an adornment for the yard. 











he Secretary agreed with bim that Washington is 
the most appropriate resting place for the old bulk 
and tbat on account of its historic memories it wil 
attract tiany visitors to the yard.

000 plant, appropriated for the Mare Island Navy- 
yard, is also being put in position, and the Govern 
ment will soon bave three splendidly equipped 
Navy-yardsin which modern war veasels can be 
built. The next Congress will probably takeadvar- 
tage of that fact and provide for the building of 
some of the new vesvels at these yards. New York 
and Norfolk have the Maine and Texas on hand, 
but thus far the Mare Island yard has not had any 
of the new ships to build.

FROM SAMOA, 


Apvices from Apia, under date of June 22, state 
that during the last six weeks the Samoan Islands 
bave enjoyed a period of quiet such as bas not been 
known for many months before. The Nipsic, the 
only American vessel saved from the storm, has 
gove te Honolulu for repairs under the convoy of 
the Alert. The two ships left Apia for Auckland 
sag 9. but in six days they returged, and Comdr. 
Mullan, of the Nipsic, and Comdr. Green, of the 
Alert, reported that atter going 250 miles they bad 
deemed it inadvisable to proceed further. The 
Nipsic’s rudder broke, and she became practically 
unmanageable. The rudder was repaired, but the 
vessels made such slow progress that there seemed 
to be po probability of their reaching Auckland 
before the lust week in May, at which season severe 
weather might be expected off the New Zealand 
coast. Comdr. Mullan desired tu proceed if pom. 
ble, but he believed it would be impossible to lower 
boats from the Nipsic in case it became necessary 
to do so, and if the vessel met with rough water she 
would lose ber rudder entirely and then be swept 
into the trough of the sea and rolled over. He ac- 
cordingiyv cave orders for the ship's return to Apia. 
Admiral Kimberly expressed considerable displea- 
sure at the reture of the Nipsic and the Alert, and 
Comidr. Mulan asked to be relieved of his com.- 
mand. The Admiral at once detached bim and 
ordered Lieut.-Comdr. H. W. Lyon, of the Trenton, 
to take command of the Nipsic. He also issued 
orders for the sbips to go to Pago-Pago and 
take on coal and proceed to Auckiand. The Nip- 
sic and the Alert sailed for Pago-Pago within 
afew hours after their return bere. The orders 
were af erward changed, an@ Honolulu was made 
the des ination of the sbips instead of Auckland. 
‘he vessels sailed from Pazo-Pago for Honolulu 
Junel. Chief Engineer G. W. Ball, of the Nipsic, 
who was ill with dysentery, was detached frum bis 
vessel on recommendation of a medical board. He 
was left at Leone to wait four the June steamer, but 
died on June 16, 

Mataafa gave a feast two weeks ago, to which he 
invited overa bundred foreign residents and visi- 
tors, including all the American naval officers here 
and the American, British and German consuls. 
None of the Germans were present. Mataafa made 
aspeech, in which he thanked Adwiral Kimberly 
for bringing about the present peaceful state of 
affairs in Samoa. 

Two Trenton sailors wereina saloon kept bya 
German named Vioght. The latter bud a loaded re- 
volver in his hand, and in attempting to lower the 
hammer the weapon was discharged. The ball 
struck one of the sailors, named Bernhardt Ricklin, 
and killed him instantly. The Consul held an in- 
vestigation afterwards and discharged the mau. 
Corporal John Nicholls, of the Trenton’s marine 
guard, was killed Muy 4 by the fall of a quantity of 
lumber under which he was standing. A box was 
received here from the State Department as Wasb- 
ington this week containing about $1,100 worth of 
gold and silver watches and other articles, and 
$3,900 in gold coin, to be distributed among the na- 
tives who rendered assistance to the American ships 
during the hurricane last March. The distribution 
of the gifts will be made by Consul Blacklock. 

A despatch from Washington July 9 says: “It is 
evident that the information received at the Navy 
Department to-day regarding the condition of the 
Nipsic was of a vature that caused immediate 
action. It has been learned that she is entirely dis- 
abled and there is question of baving her towed to 
San Francisco, there to be aoandoned. Already the 
ships bave spent over $10,000 in coal, and when they 
arrived at Fanning Island, where the Nipsic is now, 
the coal was mye | exhausted. The Alert bas gone 
to Honolulu for coal. After filling up her bunkers 
she will proceed to Fanning Island and tow the 
Nipsic there. Orders were kelenrapbed the com- 
mander of the navy-yard Mure Island this after- 
noon to send a new screw to the Nipsic, and this 
will leave in the steamer of July 19 for Honolulu. 
There is a large machine shop at Honolulu, and there 
will be no trouble in having it putin place. Itisa 
four-bladed screw weighing over 8,000 pounds and 
is made of the best cast iron. There will be a most 
rigid investigation into this matter. Commander 
Mullap, commanding the Ni , and Commander 
Green, commanding the Alert, will demand a court 
of inquiry immediately upon their arrival in San 
Francisco. The order sending them to Auckland 
was protested against by both commanding officers.”

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RIFLE COMPETITIONS, 1889. 

Tue interest of rifle shots in the Army is now 
centere] in the annual competitions, woich begin 
early next month in a'l the different departments. 
Under the rules prescribed ia the new edition of 
Blunt’s Regulations, the numerical composition 
of ateam is now10 mon instead ot 12 as hereto- 
fore; separate competitions have been instituted for 
men armed with the rifle (artillery and infantry), 
and those armed with the carbine (cavalry); in the 
skirmish firing each competitor makes two com- 
plete runs each day, instead of oue as formerly, 
but only one-half of the total score for the day is 
considered. Inthe cavalry competitions the car- 
bine firing will be supplemented by a revolver 
match, which is to extend over two dass, the first 
day the firmg being dismounted and the second 
day mounted. 

Department limits are ignored in the cavalry 
competitions, and the places of contest are fixed, 
annually, in orders from the Headquarters of the 
Army. This year the cavalry in the Departments 
of Dakota, the Platte and the Columbia will shoot 
at the Bellevue Rifle Range, near Omaha, Neb., 
and the competition, which commences Aug. 12, 
will be conducted by Colonel Henry, 9th Cavalry, 
the inspector of small arms practice, Department 
of the Platte. 

Toe cavalry in the Departments of the East, Mis 
souri and Texas will shoot at the Fort Leavenworth 
range, the competition to commence Aug. 26, Maj. 
E. V. Sumner, 5th Cayalry, the I. S. A. P., D. Mo., 
in charge. 

The cavalry in the D-partments of California and 
Arizona will shoot at Fort Wingate, New Mexico, 
the competition to commence Aug. 26. 

The competition of distinguished marksmen, 
which alternates with the Army competition, was 
first inaugurated in 1887. As in the other contests, 
there will be separate competitions for men using 
the rifle and those usiag the carbine. The contests 
will be held at the Bellevue range, commencing 
August 27, and will be conducted by Colonel Guy V. 
Henry, 9th Cavalry, who was also in charge of the 
competitions in 1887. The details of the contest in 
the several Departments appear elsewhere. 








ENCAMPMENT OF REGULAR TROOPS, ETC. 

MaJoR GRNERAL CROOK has been authorized to 
use the entire regiment of the 2d U.S. Infantry 
for distribution to the camps of the Iowa National 
Guard, instead of going to the Department Camp 
of Instruction (Fort Robinson, Neb.) Thisis with 
a view of increasing the efficiency of the instruc- 
tion of the State troops over and above what would 
result from the encampment of a single company, 
as asked fur by the Governor of Iowa. 

Gen. Schofield has informed Maj. Gen. Howard 
that in view of the orders already issued for the 234 
Infantry to go into camp of instruction with the 
N. G. of Michgan, at Goguac Lake, August 8 13, 
1889, and of the instructions that the three light 
batteries heretofore mentioned, and the two troops 
of cavalry from Fort Myer, encamp with the Penn. 
National Guard at Mount Gretna, Pa., Aug. 10 17, 
1889, no further conceartration of troops in the 
Division of the Atlantic would take place this sea- 
son. The 1ith Infantry will receive such field in- 
structions ator in the vicinity of its stations, and 
without expense as to transportation, etc., as Gen. 
Howard in his discretion may direct. 

Near the city of Baltimore a Grand State Ex- 
position is to be held at the Pimlico Fair Grounds 
during the week commencing Sept. 9, 1889, which 
is tobe made the occasion of a patriotic awakening 
among the people. The anniversary of the battle 
of North Point occurs on Sept. 12 and the anni- 
versary of the bombardment of Fort McHenry on 
Sept. 13. These are included in the week covered 
by the Exposition, and it is intended to reproduce 
in mimic warfare the battle of North Point, and 
on the night of Sept. 18 a bombardment of Fort 
McHenry by the British fleet of frigates and bomb- 
ketches. In order to make effective the exhibition 
of the sham battle, the present garrison of Fort 
McHenry, eonsisting of three batteries of the 34 
Artillery, are to co-operate with the citizens of Bal- 
timore in celebrating the battle of North Point. 
This has been approved, and Major Gen. H »ward 
instructed aceordingly. 


THE Chief of Engineers, U. S. A., in Circular No. 
7, July 9, publishes for the information of the offi- 
cers of the Corps of Engineers and U. S. Agents 
serving under the orders of the Chief of Engineers, 
the report of Volovel R. P. Hughes, I. G., U. S. A., 
in the matter of ist Lieutenant Oberlin M. Carter, 
OC. E., U. 8. A. It sifts very thoroughly the charges 
made against the firm of contractors, through whom 
it was attempted to injure Lieutenant Carter, and 
shows tLat they are absolutely without foundation, 
Concluding, Colonel Hughes says: 


I desire to say thatin all my Army career, which 
covers nearly thirty years, it bas never been my 
misfortune to have my attention called toa more 
false, traitorous and dastardly attack than the one 
under cunsideration. 

The weeks and months that Lieutenant Carter has 
spent in bed in hie room in this city, suffering from 
fevers brought on while discharging his duty in the 
poisonous atmosphere of the savannahs of this re- 
gion, should have been sufficient defence against the 
more poisonous shafts of a paper supported by the 
people for whose interests he was devoting both bis 
health and strength. Tne public moneys passing 
through the bands of Lieutenant Carter bave been 
carefully ana economically disbursed for the specific 
purposes for which they were appropriated, and he 
has made it his business to see that the Government 
got value received. The plans and specifications of 
work dove under his supervision are as plain as it is 
possible to make them. The instructions iseued by 
him to bis subordinates are clear and concise, and 
admit of no misinterpretations. The correspond- 
ence shows that all the business transactions of bis 
office are correctly reported te his superiors. The 
Corps of Engineers, as u.body, keep the best records 
inthe Army. The books and records in the office 
here are no exception. All the transactions of the 
office are so plain, and the sequence of things so well 
kept, that to get at the full and complete bistory of 
the work done in tbe district it is only necessary to 
scan the records of the office. J 

Lieutenant Carter bas labored here for between 
four and five years with an untiring energy and a 
restless activity that is seldom seen in officers of the 
public service. His statement that he would let bis 
work speak for itself is no idle boast. The more 
critically bis work is examined the greater will be 
the acknowledgment of hia services. Pride io the 
profession of his choice,and ambition to make a 
success of the great work entrusted to him ~ 4 bis 
Government, have carried his zeal to a very high 
pitch. Thus far bis reward has been to be accused 
10 the public press with having misapplied public 
money entrusted to him. [can only say that such 
an attack, under such circumstances, is the action 
of a coward. 

Inasmuch as our Government is not blessed with 
very many servants who exhibit the zeal and ex- 
pend the energy that Lieutenant Carter has done in 
his work at Savannah, I think great care should be 
taken to protect those that she bas from abuse. 


Such being the issue, Lieutenant Carter and the 
Corps of Engineers may well be congratulated upon 
the fact that these unjast charges were made, since 
they have served to present in the strongest possible 
light the integrity of their methods, and the high 
character of the officers by whom they are carried 
out, as well as their earnest devotion to duty. 

THE regulation established in G. O. 63, A. G. O., 
of July 6, published this week, that a Court. mertial 
may sentence a soldier to have his monthly pay, or 
a portion of, retained from him for stated periods, 
and paid him on final statements at discharge, is an 
innovation, which, we imagine, will meet with gen- 
eral approval. We hope with the Secretary of War 
that the judicious application of the new punish- 
ment will prove a ‘‘ potent factor in the promotion 
of discipline and of the welfare of the Service at 
large.” 














WE publish this week the General Order announc- 
ing the recruiting detail for the two years com 
mencing October 1, 1889. In issuing the order 
Major-General Schofield takes the occasion to give 
some sensible directions as to the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of recruiting officers, which, if care- 
fully heeded, will inure to the material benefit of 
the Service. 





THE troops in almost every section of the country 
are either now in summer camps of instruction or 
getting ready to occupy them. Major-General 
Schofield’s efforts in this direction have been ably 
seconded by Division, Department, and Regimental 
Commanders, and thw instruction season of 1889 
gives ample promise of good results, 








The cavalry at Fort Myer and the light batteries 
at Washington Barracks and Forts Adams and 
Hamilton are preparing for their encampment at 
Mount Gretna next month. Major L. H. Oarpen- 
ter, 5th U.S. Oavalry, will command the camp of 
regulars. 


Secrerary Procror did not return to Washing- 
ton on Monday last as he contemplated when he 











left for his heme in Vermont July 3, and conse- 
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quently Army matters have been delayed. Strea- 
uous efforts are being made from various quarters 
to secure the appointment of a line officer to the 
Military Academy, Col. E. F. Townsend, 12th Inf., 
and Col. H. M. Lazelle, 18th Iof., being among those 
suggested. There is good authority for the state- 
ment, however, that the Secretary favors the ap- 
pointment of an engineer officar, and the present 
indications are that Col. Wilson will be the officer 
selected. The position of Superintendent of Public 
Buildings and Grounds which he is about to create 
is quite a desirable one, having attached to it the 
rank and pay of colonel and duties which bring the 
incumbent into plea:ant relationship with the 
President and family and other prominent officials 
ofthe Government. Capt. Eric Bergland, who is 
related by marriage to Mrs. Harrison, is promin- 
ently mentioned as his successor. 








THERE is an epidemic of boards around the Navy 
Department nowadays. There is a board of organ- 
ization and tactics, Commodore Greer president, 
which will meet on Tuesday next; a board on im- 
proved methods of handling correspondence, Lieut. 
T. B. M. Mason president, now ia session; alsoa board 
consisting of Comdr. C. J. Train, president, and 
Lieut. Commander W. H. Brownson and Paymaster 
Henry Wright members, cousidering a project for 
simplifying the issue of small stores to men in the 
Service. Still another board was appointed on 
Wedoaesday tc conduct speed and turning trials of 
the new vessels of the Navy. This board comprises 
Commodore J. G. Walker, president, Commander 
C. F. Goodrich, P. A. Eagr. J. H. Parry and Naval 
Constructor Richard Gatewood, members. They 
are to meet at the call of the president. The trials 
of the new vessels will take place at Newport. All 
the new vessels, including the Chicago, Boston and 
Atlanta, and other pew vessels as fast as they come 
in possession of the Government, will be subjected 
to trial under the jurisdiction of this board. 








Tue Turf, Field, and Furm, of July 4, says: “In 
the summer of 1865 the title, good will, library, and 
otber effects of the Spirit of the Times, founded by 
William T. Porter, were purchased as a nucleus for 
the Turf, Field, and Farm, and vigorous aud intelli- 
gent management quickly made the new journala 
power in theland.

Re- 
creation had worked up a healthy circylation, but 
the editors and publishers accepted a proposition 
made tothem by the Turf, Field, and Farm, and 
with the present issue the magazine becomes a part 
of this paper. We bave added by the purchase to 
our circle of readers, and bave gained a correspond- 
ing editor in Mr. Pond.” 





SecrRETARY TRACY seems to be constantly on the 
lookout for business reforms in the administration 
of the affairs of the Navy Department. His late-t 
step in this direction is the app>»intment of a board, 
consisting of Lieut. T. B. M. Mason, and Messrs. T. K, 
Sailer and A. E. Merritt, chief clerks respectively of 
the Bureaus of Ordnance and Yards and Docks, to 
examine into the system at present practiced in the 
Secretary’s office and Bureaus of Navy Depart- 
ment, of noting the reception, treatment and dispo- 
sition of correspondence and other official matters 
coming to that +ffice and the bureaus. They will 
look into the regulations now existing, report in 
what respect they are not observed or are defec- 
tive, and suggest any change in them that in their 
opinion will promote simplicity and dispatch of 
tue transaction of the public business. 








AN effort is being made to secure some allowance 
from the British Government for the chiidren of the 
late Sir Wm. Palliser, the plea being made on their 
bebalf that nothing bas been paid by the Govern- 
ment for the use iu the British Navy of the Palliser 
patent screw-bolts for fastening armor plates on to 
vessels. Of the Palliser chilled shot 68,000 have been 
used ; 2,000 of his converted guns are in the service, 
and for these 60,000 shells are made annually, and 
his method of breech closing 1s also in use. He was 
put to heavy expense in making these inventions, 
for the use of which the Government paid but $110,- 
000, just one-fifth of the sum paid for the Brennan 
torpedo—$550,000. 


SEcrRETARY Procror’s first reform in the business 
methods of the War Department bas been insti- 
tuted. He has authorized the transfers of the rec- 
ords, files and property of record and pension divi- 
sion of the Surveyor General's office, and the volun- 
teer enlisted, volunteer rolls and returns, pen- 
sioner of war, volunteer register and pension rec- 
ords, division of the Adjutant General’s office to the 
office of the Secretary of War, and the consolidation 








of the several divisions under one head, to be 
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known as the pension and ‘record division of the 
Secretary of War's office. The consoijidated divi 
sions will be presided over by Capt. F.C. Hains- 
worth, assistant surgeon. The prime object of the 
moveis to bring all records under oue head, and 
thus simplify and expedite the work of ad- 
justing pension and otber claims, and at thesame 
hme get tbe records in better shape for ready 
reference.

The British officers had received timely warning 
of the coming of the dervishes.

But there on the 
bank the Khedive’s troops were drawn — The 
savages fought a whole duy in the broiling Soudan 
sun to get at the water, but without avail, and they 
hid themselves at night in the hills. Mounted cav- 
alry scoured the banks all night, tu prevent the 
tribesmen reaching the Nile, and gunboats flashed 
electric lights and fired.shells continuously with the 
sameobject. All next day the same tactics were 
observed, and scores of poor Arabs have now been 
_—— — their parched tongues pro‘ruding and 
shrive .

THe Ideal Mivufacturing Co., of New Haven, 
Cena., are mukiog a new reloading tool to load the 
sbell for thenew Cults Army Revolver, 38 cal.

The implements for cartridge re- 
loading made by this company have been issued to 
the troops of several of the States a3 a matter of 
economy, and are recommended by the Colts, Mar- 
lin, Remington and Stevens Arm Companies for 
tbeir various arms, also by the Cuion Metallic Car- 
tridge Company. 





A serious explosion took place on the Curtain Bat- 
tery at Sheerness, E»g.. June 26. While the Graves- 
end batteries of the 31 Kent Artillery Volunteers 
were practicing, a 40-pounder gun, manufactured 
in 1862, burst about thirty inches from the muzzie. 
Pieces of the gun were blown about inal! directions, 
and three men were injured. The cause of the ex 
plosion is unkpown,. Toe projectile used was a pluz 
shell, and it 1s stated that several small pieces of it 
were found nearthbe gun. The muzzleof the gun 
was blown on tothe beach. Another piece of the 
weapon fell barmlessly on the recreation ground a 
quarter of a mile from the battery. Concerning ac- 
cidents to modern heavy guns, the N. Y. Times 
says: * Ever since the ponderous rifle on the Thun- 
derer burst, killing outright the greater number of 
the men in the turret, all the guns in the British 
service seem to be either going to pieces or showing 
signs of weakuess. Bhere has lately been troubie 
among some of the heavy batteries at Gibraltar; 
the same thing is rumored from Malta, and it is 
stated upon pretty good authority that some of the 
vessels of the Channel :qu2dron have turned in re- 
ports of weakness in pieces of their main batteries. 
fhe British Ordnan e Board has had its hands full 
with these reports during the past twelvemonpth, 
they bavinog come in from nearly every station 
mounting any of the preseut type of ordnance. I[n 
nearly every instance the bursting of a gun has oc- 
curred at a sbort distance from the muzzle. It seems 
to be agreed that the breaking off of the muzzles of 
the guns is entirely due to the intensity of the sharp 
rubs or blows given by the shoulders of the unsteady 
proj-ctile when travelling through the bore ata 
very high velocity, and not merely by thestrain ex 
erted by powder pressure. This, Adm]. Scott thinks, 
occasions a greater beatiug of the parts of the 
bands, pete | their destructive action on the 
bore of the gun. The summing up of the defects of 
the British beavy ordnance is that the guns are too 
weak in the breech, that they are too long, wrongly 
rifled, and untrustwoitby, and that their present 
powder charges will have to be greatly reduced.” 


The Secretary of the Navy has ordered the best 8 
inch carriage in the Navy (which the Chief of Ord- 
nance bas decided is one of the band gear carriages 
on the Chicago, baving a hydraulic recoil check) to 
be taken to the Annapolis Proving Ground and 
erected on the platform on which the Poeumatic 
Gun Carriage was tested, and on the recommenda 
tion of the Board has directed tbat the same tests 
be applied to it. The contract with the Poeumatic 
Carriage Co. requires their carriage to be “equal in 
every respect to the best 8 inch carriage in the 
Service.” I1f the Pneumatic carriage is fivally 
approved, Mr. Creecy proposes to make use of it 
for utilizing the old monitors, which Secretary 
Whitney in his last report proposed to condemn as 
ob:olete. His plan is to take off their turrets, aud 
put two large cannon, each upon a disappearing 
carriage, in tte bull. “hese guns are to be sighted 
and aimed by means of mirrors, and all the opera 
tions of loading and working the gun will be done 
down below the water line. When the gun is ready 
to be fired it i: to be hoisted up by pneumatic 
power, fired, and brought back by its own recoil to 
the original position, the entire process requiriug 
about three seconds’ time. The guns can be revolved 
80 that there will be an all round fire. The only 
target offered for an epemy to fire at is the gun, as 
it rises to be fired. and that will be visible for oaly 
three second:. Mr. Creecy bas protected his plan 
by a caveat. He contends that with the disappearivg 
carriages and pneumstic system they ean, at slight 
expense, transform these 13 vessels into 13 first-class, 
novel, sub-marine batteries.

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A MISSION FOR THE ARMY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journat: 


ImMPREssIONS gleaned from magazine essays and 
reports tend to foster a belief that the enlisted men 
of our Army areof vagabond character, and that 
to extirpate that element and to institute radical 
reforms of a comprebensive nature, which will pro- 
duce the ultimate of efficiency in the Army, it is 
necessary that legislative action be invoked. 

The testimony of unbiased observers, added to the 
evidence of intelligent civilians, who have been 
abroad, warrants the announcement that, in point 
of general intelligence and capabilities, the Ameri- 
ean Army is the superior of all others that tread the 
earth. Perhaps in cringing obsequiousness, born of 
caste, our soldiers do not compare with those of 
European armies; but for resolute spirit, and manly 
independence, subordinate and yielding to the 
highest forms of discipline, they have no peers. 

If, under the guidance of Prince Hohenlobe and 
his officers, an imperturbable and stupidly dumb 
German, io the hands of capable officers and zealous 
nov-commissioned officers, can be fashioned by 
patient and intelligent instruction—of mind and 
body—into an efficient soldier, then there exists no 
reason why an American youth, or even an immi- 
grant, who has the iotellect with which to learn our 
language, and who at least has been surrounded by 
the influence of our common schools, cannot be 
educated and developed iato a reasonably excellent 
soldier; the result of careful instruction and thor- 
ough training, free from monotonous dulness, and 
laborious and painful exactness, in respect to insig- 
nificant “nothings” which only harass and annoy 
the victim. 

Critics say “the Army needs reforming.” Grauted. 
From within, without Congressional aid, they can 
come, except in the matter of pay of oon-commis- 
sioned officers. Within appointed spheres, “all of 
the Army” should be alive to, and abreast of the 
most progressive thought and practices, in matters 
military. This end can only be attained by constant 
theoretical and practical study, in connection with 
asystem which will develop the abilities of indi- 
viduals, and which’ offers an incentive by the be- 
stowal of reward, tound upon merit, and not upon 
“ favoritism, relationship, or 1ofluence.”’ 

Tbe attractiveness or unattractiveness of a sol- 
dier’s profession is the measure of thought which 
mainly determines av enlistment, as a temporary 
means of living, or permanent avocation. It bas 
been said that in “the Army the system” which 
tends to improvement is bad. In fact, that * we 
bave no system at all,’’ nor “proper methods,” nor 
“proper men” for advan and divervified in- 
struction which willinspirit and energize the dull 
routine of daily military life. To accuse and to at- 
tack does uot cloak over our own defects. Is it cer- 
tain that marked improvement, better administra- 
tion, and in a broad sense a bigh order of discipline, 
wil) follow the procurement of aclass of enlisted 
men different from those now iu the Army, until it 
cap be conclusively and affirmatively shown that 
the climax of perfection has been reached with the 

men and means at hand? There is bonor, principle, 
morality, intelligence, and aptitude, in uncouth 
men of rugged natures, though they may exhibit 
only rough virtues. Hence, patient, systematic, not 
spasmodic, instruction, and a watchful interest, and 
zealous encouragement for the worthy, sprinkled 
with a touch of humanity, and over and around all 
the irou baud of discipline, if it be just, will culti- 
vate and arouse the spirit in men which lends as- 
sistance, and eagerly responds to the most exacting 
demands of the most perfectly constituted Army. 
Tbe reforms hinted at require no extraordinary ex- 
penditure of “invreased thought or labor” on the 
part of those in authority. 


NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 


The moral tone, pride, soldierly ambition, and 
proficiency in details of instruction, displayed, aud 
efficiency manifested by a company, depends upon 
the non commissioned officers, guided and directed 
by the captain. The improvement of the position 
and condition of non-gommissioued officers, in small 
as well as great affairs, morally, mentally, physi- 
cally, financially, and even to the erroneously sup- 
posed unimportant matter of uniform und equip- 
ments, isof the greatest concern, and deserving of 
the most earnest consideration. Aside from the 
present scale of pay, which in effect and reality, is a 
travesty upon the grade of non-commission offi- 
cer, the questions, permanent tenure of office, va- 
cated only by death, resignation, desertion, or the 
sentence of a Court-martial; and promotion from 
the grade of corporal to that of sergeant by the rulo 
of seniority, are fraught with an iuterests which 
overshadow every other reform, and which a stroke 
of a pen can accomplish. An enlisted man can feel 
the throb of pride, and be endowed with noble 1m- 
pulses of human nature, and the greater are those 
attributes as he approaches the perfect soldier. A 
soldier can and will aspire to reach the utmost ex- 
cellence in his position and guard with zealous care 
conferred insignia of rank, when thereis a certainty 
tbat in disgrace it cannot be torn irom him by 
caprice or whim. 


ENLISTED MEN—DESERTION—THE RATION. 


To be made to feel the contempt, which brands 
one as though made of an inferior clay, and to be 
forever taught and published as ove cast in the low- 
est scale of humanity, and as existing ina calling 
which is a discredit to a reputable man, does not 
tend to promote the efficiency, or raise the tone of 
the enlisted force of the Army.

THE SOMERS CONSPIRACY. 


“Gait HAMILTON” is never happy unless she is 
running a-tilt at something. Usually she finds 
enough ourrent wrongs to right, especially when 
Mr. Blaine is under fire, but just now she has 
dipped into the past and fished up anold and out- 
worn discussion, and parades it in the Cosmopolitan 
Magazine under the title of * The Murder of Philip 
Spencer."’ The event occurred almost balf a century 
ago and has been long forgotten, and it can answer 
po good purpose and may annoy some survivors of 
the families of the actors torevive the cruel memor- 
ies. What she calls “ murder” was the execution of 
Philip Spencer and two of his associates on the 
United States brig of war Somers at sea, by 
senteuce of a Court-martial for conspiracy to 
massacre the officers and most of the crew, and turn 
the vessel into a pirate craft. Philip was a young 
midshipman, and seems to have been a wild fellow, 
although the son of one of the most honored and in- 
fluential citizens of this State, John C. Spencer, who 
was one of the revisers of the statutes,and at the 
time of the occurrence in question was Secretary of 
War. His position and public services naturally ex- 
cited great sympathy with bim, and divid the 
country into two parties, probably porsty nearly 
equal in numbers, on the subject of the boy’s guilt. 
On the arrival of the brig in this country a Court of 
Inquiry was held, and the commander was exoner- 
ated. The distressing affair blew over in the natural 
way, and little more was beard of it until it was re- 
vived by Senator Benton in his ** Thirty Years’ 
View,” in which he gave it undue prominence, de- 
voting some 30 pages, if we recollect right, to an ex- 
amination of the evidence, and ascathinvg denuncia- 
tion of che commander and the Court which exon- 
ated him. Miss Dodge does not, so far, allude to this 
treatment of the subject, although she has probably 
seen it. Nor does she give any adequate impression 
of the influence and services of Mr. Spencer, the 
father. And stranger yet, she does not, unless we 
bave inadvertently missed it, give any account of 
the commander outside of this affair, nor even tell 
the reader his name. He was Alexander Slidell Mac- 
kenzie, a highly respectable writer of books of 
travel, and at the time in question about 40 years 
old. Miss Dodge takes the same view of the case as 
Senator Benton, uamely, that the boy was simply a 
braggart, who invented a pretend scheme for a 
scare and a sensation, aod fell a victim to the com- 
mander’s dislike because be had called him “a — 
old bumbug.”’ That reason however ought not to 
have exiended to bis two associates. Philip frankly 
admitted that be bad broached such a scheme to the 
purser’s steward, but insisted that it was in joke. 
He and his two associates however admitted the 
justice of the sentence and died without complaint 
or protest, or as Miss Dodge puts it, “confessed their 
guilt, aud owned their pupishment just.’’ After 
reading Senator Benton’s defence the only question 
in our minds was whether the Court on the brig did 
not err in not postponing punishment until the ves- 
sel reacbed home a fortnight later. But the crew 
consisted of only 120, of whom 96 were apprentice 
boys under age, a dangerous class in which to pru- 
mulgate the idea of mutiny and piracy, aud suffici- 
ently numerous to overcome the adults by stealth 
or perhaps open violence. We bave derived the im- 

ression that Philip was a mawvais sujet, a sort of 

lack sheep of the family, who was capable of such 
a thing in earnest. At all events, it seems hardly 
worth while to attempt “to reverse the verdict of 
history ” as to a matter in which posterity takes no 
interest whatever, although it may suffice to make 
three or more well-illustrated articles, in Gail Ham- 
ilton’s womanish, perfervid style, for the magazine. 
it should not be overlooked that the man whom Miss 
Dodge stigmatizes as a murderer is in his grave, bas 
no defender tv speak for him, and was justified by 
two Courts of loquiryat the time. But perhaps the 
hysterical lady means that the courts were mur- 
dereis.

CAMP OF INSTRUCTION. 
FOR THE WEEK ENDING JULY 6.

The detail for guard from the 7ist Regiment on 
June 29 to relieve that of the 7th Regiment, was 
Officer of the Dav, Capt. Clark; Officers of the 
Guard, Lieuts. O’Brien and Deike. On Sunday, 
Capt. Gose, of the 7ist, was Officer of the Day, and 
Lieuts. Wells, 5th Sep. Co., from Newbure, and 
Southworth, of the 71st. were Officers of the Guard, 
Monday—Capt. Miller, 17th Sep. Co., Officer of the 
Day. and Lieuts. Halley, 7ist Regt., and Dunn, 5th 
Sep. Co., were Officers of the Guard ; Tuesday—Capt. 
Delcambre, 7ist, Officer of the Day, and Lieuts. Bell, 
17th Sep. Co., and Winner, 7ist Regt., Officers of the 
Guard; Wednesday—Capt. Chase, 5th Sep. Co., Offi- 
cer of the Day, and Lieuts. Connolly, 7lst, and Still- 
wan, 6th Sep. Co., Officers of the Guard. 

The 5th Sep. Co. signalized itsadvent incamp bya 
fight in the company street of two of its members, 
as soon as the company was dismissed. They were 
soon separated aud putin the guard tent to repent 
at their leisure through the night of their pugilistic 
desires. The week opened raining and up to present 
writing bas continued so to such an extent as to pre- 
vent almost all drills. A battalion skirmish drill 
was had on Wednesday afternoon and a battalion 
dnil Monday morning. Grand guard duty and 
outposts have so far been dispensed with owing to 
the same reason, but will be taken up thoroughly as 
soon as the long-looked for change in the weather 
comes. A lecture on high explosives, similar to the one 
given the 7th, was given to the officers on Tuesday 
afternoon and on grand guard duty on Monday night. 

The 7ist Regiment seems to be unfortunate in its 
weather relations while in camp. Two years ago it 
relieved the Seventh and marched up the hbillin a 
pouring rain. This year the day was clear, but ex- 
cessively hot on which it reached the camp. But 
on Monday the clouds opened early in the morning, 
and the rain poured almost incessantly till Thurs- 
day evening. Undervuch circumstances the work 
done by the 71st Regt. and the Provisional battalions 
with them must be considered good. Drills had to 
be almost entirely abandoned, except the early 
morning drill, when, regardless of wet grass and 
deep mud, the regiment and battalion both turned 
out for company {skirmish drill, and made the best 
use of their time possible. lt was noticed here, as 
previously, whenever the separate companies drilled 
near the regiments that their work is of a far better 
and more military nature than the companies of the 
latter. Their weak point, of course, is in battalion 
drill, as they have no opportunities of practiciag 
these at their home armories. Recognizing this fact, 
Col. Smith, commanding the battalion, took every 
occasion possible, with one exception, to put his 
battalion through a thuvrough course of battalion 
drills and skirmishes. The 6th Separate of Troy 
and the llth Separate of Mt. Vernon were particu- 
larly remarked for the thoroughness of drill. The 
lith + of Flushing was most ably command- 
ed by the energetic and thorough Capt. Miller, and 
undoubtedly will feel that the time spent m camp 
this year was most profitable. The llth Separate 
Company was commanded by Ist Lieut. Kindler, 
who possesses in a very great degree the qualities 
necessary to make an excellent company com- 
mander. He, however, and the company also, were 
handicapped by the absence of their captain, who, 
it is understood, was unable on account of business 
to be present, except for part of one day. As com- 
panies go into camp but one week in two years, an 
officer, to a greater extent than the men, should 
make every effort to be present during the entire 
week of camp, otherwise he cannot expect his men 
to be. nor can be do justice to them in the matter 
of drill and instruction. Notwithstanding, the 
llth Separate is composed of such a class of men 
that under Lieut. Kiodler’s efficient bandling they 
not enly did well, but even caused it to be noted by 
their excellence of military deportment. Of the 6th 
Separate little need be said. Every onein the 
Guard knows it, and its work aod behavior in camp 
were as it always 1s, excellent to a marked degree. 
In the matter of military courtesy there is no regi- 
ment or company in the State that excels it, aod 
but very few, if any, that equals it. The Separate 
companies were early in April given some recon- 
naissance work to do by Lieut. Hamilton. The work 
was of a voluutary nature, and several of the com- 
panes took it up. The 2d Separate of Auburn, the 

st of Penn Yan, the 6th of Troy, and the 17th of 
Flushing, each did such excellent work and ren- 
dered such good and military reports that Lieut. 
Hawilton forwarded them to the War Depurtment, 
where they are on file. The Adjutant General of the 
Army wrote a separate letter to each of these four 
companies, commending them upon the excellence 
of the work and acknowledging its value. 

The 5th Sep. Co. of Newburgh sadly need a few lessons in 
military etiquette. While being in apparently good disci- 

line while their officers were near by, away from them but 
fittie respect was rendered to any other officer. In the regi- 
ment also there is much to learn in this respect. But talk is 
worth little without precem, and, therefore, it would be 
better if the officers of the ist carried out thoroughly the 
regulations regarding saluting among themselves, if they 
wish to enforcethem among their men. Guard duty the 
first few days of the week was very poor, but improved to- 
wards the latter end. The greatest trouble seemed to be 
with the bringing up of company details properly at guard 
mounting. Night duty also was very poor at first, though 
it improved somewhat towards the end of the week. But 
the regiment can very well practice guard mounting and 

uard duty in their armory at home, one night each week 
through the coming year, with much profit. The order and 
police of the camp was very good,and one or two company 
streets of the regiment were pronounced by the inspector to 
be the neatest and best policed he had ever seen. On Thurs - 
day afternoon 31 cadets of the Ist Class sy A Academy 
rode into camp under command of Capt. Jos. rst. The 
were given a good dinner at the mess hall and shown about 
the camp, and opened their eyes with wonder over the per- 
fect arrangements of a camp four times larger than their 
own at West Point. On sccount of the bad weather grand 
guard duty was postponed till Friday. On _ that 
afternoon, at 8 o'clock, a guard of 130 officers and men 
were duly mounted asa grand guard. The field officer of 
the day was Major Wallace Downs, 7lst Regt., and the guard 
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was made up entirely from the regiment. Colonel Smith 
bad asked to have the battalion excused from this duty on 
the ground that the time was necessary for battalion drill. 
The battalion bad a Ieng drill in the morviog, and the evard 
was not mounted till3 p.m. The battalion had nothing and 
did nothing iv the afternoon. As there is no duty that will 
teach the soldier the idea and sense of individual responsi- 
bility necessary in modern tactics so thoroughly as grand 
guard and outpost duty. and as many of the officers and 
men of the battalion desired the experience of the outpost, 
it would seem poor policy to excuse men from duty on the 
grounds above. The grand guard mounting was well per- 
formed. The duty of sentinels at the outposts was fairly 
well performed, and officers and men both took a deep in- 
terest in the matter. Itis to be regretted that the old mili- 
tia idea of sbam battles and nigbt attacks, etc., was allowed 
apparently full swing with this regiment. They are —— 
productive of more evil than good, except when intelli- 
gently carried on as tactical object lessons. 

On Saturday. the Bay Queen brought up the 9th Regiment 
and the train from Albany brought the 10th Battelion to 
camp. The separate companies and the Tist Regiment 
marched out under a broiling sun at 2.30 Pp. M., feeling that 
they bad done a good and profitable week’s work. The fol- 
lowing isthe roster of officers of the 7ilst Regiment and 
Provisional Battalion ip camp during the week :

A WELL KNOWN officer of the Guard who paid a visit to 
the New York Camp of Instruction on July 5, 1889, writes 
us as follows: This was the first clear working day this 
week.

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THE above cut represents the front of the new 
armory of the 11th Separate Company, of Mt. Ver- 
non, Capt. I. N. Pressey, now in course of construc 
tion.

A flight of stairs leads to the main hall, or drill 
floor, 75x100 feet in size; to the right and in the ad- 
ministration building will be the officers’ parlor, and 
on the left the company lockerroom. [n front and 
between officers’ room and locker room will be the 
lst sergeant’s room. 

The entire building will be heated by steam, and 
ligbted with gas. 

The first story is of rough-hewn Connecticut 
granite and the remainder of preased red brick ; the 
roof trusses and frames will be entirely of iron; the 
roof will be slated. 

The location is on corner of Fifth avenue and 
North street, Central Mt. Vernon, and the specifica- 
tions call for the very best materials and workman- 
ship. The building will cost about $25,000, and the 
securing of this great improvement is due mainly to 
Capt. 1. N. Pressey’s persistent and well directed 
efforts. 

Tbe armory will be a great ornament to the al- 
ready bandsome and wide-awake village. 





THE INTERNATIONAL RIFLE MATCH. 


THE Massachusetts rifle team won its 5th consecu- 
tive vietory on July 5, defeating a team from the 
South London Club at Nunhead by 43 points.

THE Musicians Union, backed by the Federated 
Trades, prevented any union bands from taking 
part in the procession in San Francisco, July 4, and 
umong the union bands were those attached to the 
lst, 2d, and 3d Regiments of the National Guard.

Van A.—Of course, you know we are not re- 
sponsible for 8. J. R's views ov the subject of an amnesty 
proclamation, and doubtless be has reasons which seem 
good to bim for opposing it. You may have noticed what 
an “Old Correspondent” said in JOCRNAL of June 29: 
“ With few exceptions a deserter isa coward and poltroon, 
who should have no sympathy, and if caught no mercy.” 


E. 8S. D. asks: In the direct fire by company 
(standing), in order to continue the fire, should the com- 
mands be tire by company, company ready, aim, fire, or 
should they be, fire by compauy, company ready, commence 
firiog? Awns.—The fire by company is a volley fire, and the 
command is: 1, fire by company; 2, company; 3, ready; 4 
aim; 6, fire; 6,load. If the volley 1s to be repeated, atter 
loading, the next commands should be ;: company aim, fire, 
load, as before. 

M. J. O. asks who are allowed to be buried in 
national cemeteries. ANs.— Sec. 4878, Rev. Stat., says: “All 
soldiers, sailors or marines dying in theservice of the United 
States, or dying in a destitute condition, after having been 
honorably discbarged from the Service, or who served dur- 
ing the late war, either in the regular or volunteer forces 
may be buried in any national cemetery free of cost. Th 
production of the honorable discharge of a deceased man 
shall be sufficient authority for the superintendent of any 
cemetery to permit the interment.” 


W. H. P. C. asks: What would be done with a 
deserter who skipped io 1875: when will the President issue 
the proclamation pardoning deserters, and bow could 1 get 
a pardon without giving myself up? ANs.—A deserter who 
“sk'pped” in 1875, would, if arrested, be dealt with just 
about the same as a recent deserter. The President has not 
yet issued an anerny proclamation, and it is hoped by 
many he uever will. ou cannot get a pardon without giv- 
ing yourself up. The Government will make no terms with 
deserters at large. 

De L. B. A. asks: Please inform me if question 
No. 2, addressed “Watertown, N. Y..” in vour issue of June 
22, °89, is not contradictory to question No, 1, addressed “G. 
R.,” in your issue of May 4, 89? It not please explain, ANs, 
— There is no contradiction in the answers. Staff otlicers do 
not command trvops except in such case of emergency as 
was stateu in G. R.’s question. There being no officer at the 
post except of the Medical and the Quartermaster Depart- 
ments, thesenior takes command. “Watertown’s” question 
specifies the presence of an officer of the line, and is aa- 
swered by the General Regulation. 

Red Cross asks: 1. When will the next class of 
acting hospital stewards be examined for promotion? Ans, 
~The next class of acting buspita!l stewards wil! exam- 
ined for promotion in tbe fal!, as there will then be a num- 
ber of acting stewards eligible for examination, having 
served a year as sucb. 

2! Isa steward exempt from examination for te-enlist/ 
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ment, on completion of 20 years in the Army, or 20 years as 
a hospital steward? Ans.—A hospital steward is only ex- 
empt from examination after 20 years’ service as a hospital 
steward. 

D.—Under Section 1287, Revised Statutes, you 
have a legitimate claim for extra duty pay, at the full rate, 
tor the period you served as school teacher, the amount you 
have already received being, of course, deducted. We sug- 
gest an application—through your company commapder— 
to the Adjutant-General of the Army, setting forth the 
facts in detail and laying claim to the amount legally due 
you. 

O. says: I see in a recent number of the Kansas 
City Times that doubtless the question of the eligibility of 
Army chaplains for detail on general courts martial has 
never been raised. What do you say tothis? Ans.—The 
question has been repeatedly raised, but there is no doubt 
that a commissioned chaplain is eligible, either as a member 
or judge advocate, In a letter dated May 13, 1875, the Adjutant 
General stated that **the Secretary of War most decidedly 
disapproves the detail of chaplains as members of courts- 
martial.” This was the rule for some years, although it 
did not affect the legal question involved. We observe of 
late, however, that in one department at least chaplains are 
occasionally detailed members of general courts. 


G. says: A man having served five years, is dis- 
charged with excellent character ; re-enlists within limits, is 
dishonorably discharged after serving balf of second enlist- 
ment. Is it possible for him to be retained in Service by 
order of the Secretary of War, and, if retained, would it be 
possible to get re-enlistment pay ; or, would be be entitled 
to re-enlisted pay, $16a month? Ans.—If, after a dishon- 
orable discharge, a soldier has succeeded in re-enlisting, he 
may be retained by order of the Secretary of War, if cir- 
cumstances justify such retention. A soldier, discovered to 
be a convicted deserter, is liable to be discharged without a 
character, but it is optional with the Secretary to leave him 
in the Service. But it dishonorably discharged and out of 
the Service, he cannot be “* retained ” by anybody. He can- 
not, therefore, under such circumstances, receive re-enlist- 
ment pay, or any other. If drawing re-enlistment pay when 
discovered to have been a deserter, he will probably coa- 
tinue to draw it, if permitted to remain in the Service. 


G. W. H. says: Please decide this much-disputed 
point: In brigade formation (senior colonel on the right), 
“A” claims that bis band and field music take position on 
the right with bim, acting as_ brigade band, its drum major 
as brigade drum major. “B” claims that the senior drum 
major (with bis band and field music) takes position on the 
right with senior colonel, whether attached to the latter's 
organization or not. “A” claims that the seniority of the 
drum major present is not recognized or considered, It is 
the senior colonel and regiment only. ANs,—If there are re- 
gzimental bands, they are not separated from the regiments 
to which they belong. This is clearly shown in the Tactics, 
Par. 826, page 386, governing review of a brigade in line, 
which says: “If there be regimental bands, instead ofa 
brigade band, each plays while the reviewing officer 13s pass- 
ing in front and in.rear of its battalion.” There 1s no such 
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thing as brigade drum major, but if there is a brigade band 
there is a drum major with it. Seniority between drum 
majors is not considered in formation, and certainly does 
=* band away from itsown regimesat. “A” is clearly 
right. 


N. N. asks: What is the interpretation of Section 
2308, Rev. Statutes? Does that section refer exclusively to 
soldiers of the late war, or does it include all serv- 
ing in the Reguiar Army? ANs.—Your question is one of 
dificulty. Our strong impression is that Section 2308, Rev, 
Stat., does not include all those at any time serving or here- 
after to serve in the Regular Army, but only those who 
served during the late war. A svidier now in the Service 
must, we think, to obtain a homestead under the law, follow 
the customary routine, as laid down in Section 2293, R.S., that 
is, he must bave his family, or some member thereof, re- 
side upon the desired tract ; by whom the necessary improve- 
ments and cultivation of the soil must be carried on. And 
Section 2308 seems to us to have been enacted to enable sol- 
diers of the late war, who had re-enlisted subsequent to 
their honorable discharge trom such service, to secure to 
themselves the benefits of Section 2304. These benefits are, 
the right to file their declaratory statement by an agent, the 
right to hold their claim for six montlis after selection be- 
fore entry, and the right to deduct their term of enlistment 
from the time during which an ordinary claimant must 
actually reside persunally upon the entered tract. But the 
question is complicated, and we cannot speak with positive- 
ness. N.N. would do well to write to the General Land 
Office for a solution. 








HERMANN GRUSON. 


LAST month one of the most eminent German en- 
gineers, Privy Councillor Hermann Gruson, of 
Madgeburg, Buckau, celebrated the 50th anniver- 
sary of his career as an engineer. From small be- 
giuvings this man, whose name is also not unknown 
in this country, created an establishment which em- 
ploys to-day over 3,000 workmen, and which has a 
world-wide reputation, more especially for the man- 
ufacture of war material. Gruson’s chilled cast iron 
armor is known all over the world, and finds its ap- 
plication in most of the recently erected fortifica- 
tions in Belgium, Holland, Germany, Austria, Rou- 
mania, Italy, Denmark, and is certain to be applied 
also one day in this country. 

Born in 1821, the son of a Prussian evgineer major, 
who constructed one of tbe earliest railway lines in 
Germany, Grusopn studied at the Upviversity of Ber- 
lin, and at the same time tried to gain practical ex- 
perience as an engineer in one of the large engine 
building works at Berlin. In 1855 Gruson com- 
menced business on his own account on a very small 
scale on the banks of the Elbe, as a boatbuilder, 
with small engine works attached. This led him by 
an accident to develop also the process of making 
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chilled cast iron, by giving to cast iron a particu- 
larly bard surface through the employment of iron 
moulds, a process which had been known long ago, 
and which was much used at the timein England. At 
first he made chiefly crossings for railway switches, 
but presently he commenced to develop his works 
for making also chilled shot for the Prussian Gov- 
ernment. For many years this branch of the works 
brought him large orders until the introduction of 
steel shells, which have nowsuperseded the old chilled 
shot. His experiments in this direction had, however, 
led Gruson also largely to the introduction of chilled 
castiron as a protection for turrets and batteries 
for coast fortifications, and Gruson’s works reached 
a develcpment which would not have been thought 
of in their earlier days. In 1886 the well known trials 
at Spezzia led to an order for two large armor tur- 
rets for Italy, armed with Krupp’s 40 cm. guns, and 
on all parts of the coasts of northern Europe Gru- 
son’s turrets are now to be found as coast defences. 
During the past three years the system of shielded 
mountings, known as the Schumann system, has 
also been added to the wide range of Gruson’s speci- 
alities, and his quick fire guns are coming promin- 
ently to the front. The creation of an establishment 
covering pow many acres of ground, turning out 
many thousands of tons of finished iron in war ma- 
terial, machinery, etc., is due chiefly te the indus- 
try, cuoeny’ and perserverance of Gruson, whose 
pame will be handed down as one of the most pro- 
minent continenal engineers.— The Engineer. 








ALUMINIUM AND SODIUM. 


THE pey- of reducing aluminium on acom- 
mercial scale by electrolysis bas given rise to num- 
erous experiments, and the Bulletin internationale 
de Electricité, in a recent number, describes a new 
process due to M. Hoampe, tbe principle of which is 
as follows: When a mixture of cryoliteand common 
salt is electrolysed at a temperature below 1000 deg. 
aluminium chloride is not formed, as the commun 
salt is decumposed. At a higher temperature, how- 
ever, the sodium chloride is reduced and aluminium 
deposited on one of the electrodes. Sodium, the use 
of which has hitherto been restricted by its cost, is, 
apart from its use in the munufacture of aluminium, 
at the price at which the Alliance Aluminium Com- 
pany can place it on the market, is expected to take 
a leading position in connection with many indus- 
tries as a powerful reducing agent. Aluminium, 
which is already extensively employed in a number 
of industries, will now, with the purer qualities 





manufactured by this company, play a still more

FOREIGN ITEMS. 


THE Bulgariun Government has concluded « loan 
of $5,000,000 with a New York bank. A syndicate 
was prepared to advance $20,000,000 to the Govern- 
ment. 


THE Daily News says that communications be- 
tween the English and American Governments have 
resulted in an understanding which will avert any 
collision in Behring Sea during the seal fishing 
season. 

THE Nippon announces that the attempt to intro- 
duce European dress into Japan bas been unsuc- 
cessful. The Japan Gazette and some of the other 
native papers rejoice that the “fad,’’ as they term 
it, has met such a fate. 


SomeE important experiments are now being car- 
ried out at Lidsing, near Chatham, the encampment 
of the balloon detachment of the corps of Royal Eu- 
gineers, witb a new balloon and parachute, intended 
for military purposes, the invention of Lieut. Col. 
Templer, the senior officer of the Balloon Depart- 
ment. 

THE general commanding the district which in- 
cludes Portsmouth (England) was appealed to by 
the Lord’s Day bservance Association to stop the 
Sunday playing of the military bands. He replied 
that nothing would induce him to order a band to 
play op Sunday, but asit wasalil done voluntarily 
and afforded great pleasure to many people who 
couldn’t get it on week days, nothing would induce 
him to stop it. 

THE vote by the French Chamber of Deputies, 
agreeing to the Senate’s amendment to the Army 
bill, compelling seminarists to undergo a year’s mil- 
itary service, and making clerical reserves perform 
infirmary service during time of war, isa result of 
a recent decision of the German War Office tbat all 
priests are liable to hospital duty 1n time of war. It 
is considered doubtful by military men if the same 
measures can become law in Austria and Italy. 


Tue Pall Mall Gazette is responsible for tte fol 
lowing story: “One of our admirals, who shall be 
nameless, was so severely hit the otherday by a pen- 
cil caricature in a local printin the town where he 
is stationed, that he applied to the admiralty to 
prosecute the editor. Needless tosay the admiralty 
refused to become advertiser in general to the pro- 
vincial press, and advised the admiral to proceed on 
his own initiative. They are at present waiting in a 
state of amused expectancy to see what action he 
will take.” 


H. M. 8S. Dart left Auckland for Sidney, 1,260 miles 
away, June 5, and as one of her boats has been 
picked up at sea fears of her safety are entertainen. 


LonpDon Truth reports that large orders have re- 
cently been received at Birmingham from the Ger- 
man and French Governments for war balloons. 
The German War Office bus adopted paruchbutes, as 
their value for campaigning purposes has been 
clearly demonstrated by some recent experiments at 
Spandau. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the London Army and Navy 
Gazette, **Shirter Reshbertus,’’ appears to be in such 
melancholy frame of mind on the subject of flannel 
shirts that he drops into poetry as follows: 

“Spare us the inexpiable wrong, the unutterable shame 
That turns the middy’s beart to steel, the Joey's blood to

A cuRIOUS and spasmodic effort of Turkish activ- 
ity 1s just now attracting some attention in India. 

uite recently some Turkish troops assembled in 

ao, an island in the Persian Gulf commanding the 
entrance to Shat-el-Arab, as the Tigris and Eu- 
phrates are called after their union, and began to 
erect fortifications there. No one can explain why 
this 1s being done, and the presence of the Turks is 
as surprising as if they bad dropped from the clouds. 


A LECTURE on “ Forage for Military Purposes,” 
was delivered at the Royal United Service Institu- 
tion June 14. by Mr, George Fleming, C. B., LU.D., 
F. R. C. V. S., principal veterinary surgeon of the 
Army. Gen. Sir C. P. Beauchamp Walker, K. C. B., 
vice-president, was in the chair. Having referred 
to his previous lecture on this subject and the in- 
utility of concentrated food and essences, the 
speaker went on to remark that the natural food of 
borses, oats and hay, sbould, as far as possible, be 
provided during a campaign, but prepared insuch a 
way as to make it portable, fit for keeping, and 
ready for issue without waste. He commended 
crushed and compressed oats and chopped hay com- 
pressed into trusses. 

THE pvailless horseshoe, tried at Woolwich with 
transport horses, is attached by a steel band which 
passes below the coronet from one extremity of the 
heel to the other. This bar is kept in position bya 
steel pillar which runs from the centre of the shoe 
up the centre of the hoof. In addition there are 3 
short studs—one in the centre of the shoe, the 
others near the heel and on each side ofit. It 
can be put on Dy any one who bas onve seen the 
process, or about half the time required with the 
cold-shoe system, which is an improvement as re- 
gards time on the ordinary process with nuils. It 
diminishes or puts an end to cutting, and is particu- 
larly suited to brittle hoofs or hoofs with aand 
cracks. It costs as little, weigbs as litile, and lasts 
as long as the ordinary shoe; and is not sucked off 





on beavy ground. 





Ove of the recent attractions at the Paris Exhibi- 
tion is the great imperial diamond, weighing 180 
carats, being 44 more than the Regent diamond, and 
74 carats heavier than the Koh-i noor. This diamond 
belongs toa group of London capitalists, but it is 
exhibited in the French jewelry section in the In- 
dustrial Courts. 


Wuat cause is there in all bis wide domains in 
which the German Emperor does not take a * spe- 
cial” and “ personal” interest? says the Pall Mall 
Gazettc. He patronizes music and protects art and 
science; he is a country squire with the men of 
mavy acres, and he is the first soldier in the land. 
Just now he is directing his special attention toward 
the cyclists and brewers. 


DELTA metal has been adopted for the worm- 
wheels of the brake gear of the engines used on the 
Mount Pilatus Railway. Tbese wheels were 16% in. 
in diameter, and the material of which they were 
made was shown by Professor Tetmayer to have u 
tensile strength in the cast condition of 21.5 to 23.5 
tons per square inch with an elongation of 30 to 40 
per cent. on a length of 7% in. 


THE amount of gold hoarded io India was ap- 
proximated before the Royal Commission on Bime- 
talism at 130 millions sterling, which was the amount 
imported during the last 50 years, and is exclusive 
of the hoards for centuries past. The silver was 
computed at about 170 millions. This yields for 
both gold and silver a sum of 300 millions, which 
represents nearly of the value of the total amount 
of coin (£1,000,000,000) estimated by Dr. Suvetbeer to 
in cireuiation in the world. The form which the 
boarding takes is that of bulljon or coin, and fre- 
quently the metal is made iuto ornaments, partly 
used for the purposes of adornmentand partly kept 
as a hoard. Asa rule, the native prefers it in the 
form of ornaments for his family, because itisa

A LONDON correspondent of the New York Times 
says under date of July 6: “ Here diplomatists be- 
lieve io war more now than they did when the scare 
was at its heightten daysago. Perhaps the public 
man in Europe who believes most firmly that a 
great armed crash is coming is the Pope. He got 
private news a few days ago—somesay from Vienna, 
others from Warsaw, and still others from a secret 
friend io the Quirinal at Rome—which threw the 
whole Vatican into an immediate panic. Nobody 
except the Cardinals, who are sworn to secrecy, 
knows exactly what this news was, but it is prac- 
tically certain thatit was a warning that war is on 
the way. It is believed, too, that a burriedly sum- 
moned council discussed a plan of removing the 
Holy See at once from Rome, and the indications 
point to Valencia as the place of refuge most favored , 
Nothing more definite than this has come te light as 
yet, but developments are likely to come very soon.”
